tion before and after an earthquake leads 
us to adopt the above suggested theory. 
Earthquakes are generally heralded by an 
atmospheric phenomenon of a peculiarly

j have not seen very much of a history of 
the phenomenon as recorded by scientists 
and those who have made the earthquake 
a study. Indeed that would require several 
books. 
Earthquakes are not such very 
uncommon affairs as we are lead to sup­ 
pose them to be from newspaper writers 
generally. 
Indeed it is said that hardly 
a day passes that earthquakes do not occur 
somewhere on the globe. 
Southern Italy 
has been frequently devastated. 
During 
the three or four years at the close of the 
last century that country was almost con­ 
stantly shaken, as many as one thousand 
shocks occuring i-n one year and San Sal­ 
va dor had over seven hundred shocks in 
eleven day9 in 1879. 
The recent earth­ 
quake at Charleston is not the first nor 
the worst wonderful demonstration of 
the sort that we have had in this country 
during historical times. 
Before that, os 
is on the face of the earth, well recorded, 
that at Charleston was nothing compared 
with what mother earth has ex perienced 
in this as well as in other parts of the 
globe, in past ages. 
And yet it is strange 
that so little record was kept, or accounts 
given of the earthquakes that must have 
occured even in the historical ages of the 
earth. 
During the two thousand years 
before Christ only about a dozen earth­ 
quakes were recorded by writers of Chi­ 
nese history; the most ancient we have. 
The records of all centuries in ages of 
early civilization 
appear to be quite 
meager in accounts of these wonderful 
terrestial shocks. 
The most remarkable 
earthquakes ever ex perienced in this 
country were those that occurred at New 
Madrid, on the Mississippi river below St. 
Louis, in 1811 and 1812. 
The shocks ex ­ 
tended over a space of more than three 
hundred miles in ex tent. 
The ground 
rose and sank in undulations and lakes 
were formed and again drained. 
The 
earth was opened in fissures from which 
mud and water were thrown fifty or six ty 
feet in the air. 
There can now be seen 
these trenches in the ground made by the 
fissures. 
At about this time, in 1812. 
Caracas, in Venezuela, a city situated at 
an altitude of about three thousand feet 
above the sea. was visited by an earth­

Louis , Sept 24.—There was no hitch 
tn the arrangements for the Knights Templar 
parade 
Thursday 
mormng. 
It 
started 
promptly at 11 o’clock, the bone appointed, 
and although the turnout was not what it 
would have been had it taken place on Tues­ 
day , it was still a gorgeou» affair. 
Many of 
the knights had returned home, and many 
commanderiee had no music, their Land» 
having been engaged only for Tuesday . There 
were, however, over 20,000 knights in line. 
As the last cannon boomed from the court 
house 
y ard 
the 
command, “ Forward,’ 
sounded down the line. The trumjrets blared, 
the drums beat and the immense column 
began 
to 
uncoil 
itself. 
» Slowly it un­ 
wound from the maze 
of 
streets under 
the levee hill. 
As it passed, the windows 
above blossomed forth in feminine houijuHs; 
even the telegraph poles bore human fruit. 
Cheers on cheers greeted the marching host, 
handkerchiefs

Steadily the column 
moved on until it reached the Exposition 
building, where it broke

I am g o ing to set do wn so me facts abo ut 
g rapes and this very g ro at industry which I 
have co me acro ss o ut here in the Califo rnia 
vineyards. In the first pi to e, it may no t 
be g enerally kno wn that we g ather two cro ps 
a year o ut here fro m the mo st o f o ur vino s. 
But this is the rasa It seems strang e to see the 
g reat wide g reen fields o f g rai*** still co ntinue 
g reen, as g reen a® it is po ssible fo r g rwn to !>e, 
all the seaso n thro ug h, witho ut a dro p o f 
water, and g o rig ht o n and blo sso m and l**ar 
a seco nd cro p so s<x>n us the first o ne i» 
g athered; and it Is a fact to sto n* up in yo ur 
memo ry and set do wn to the credit o f Cali­ 
fo rnia. 
There are perhaps fifty kinds o f vines hero ; 
maybe I co uld safely do uble that numljcr. 
But tho mo st po pular g rape is u Hung arian 
variety. 
Wc as;? no Spanish vines no w ex- 
fiept the hardy and ho nest o ld “ missio n g rape.” 
And where the missio n g rape came fro m no 
o ne no w can tell. Of co urse it Is o f Spanish 
o rig in, bro ug ht hereby the mo nks; but it is 
no t to be fo und in any part o f Bpain no w. 
This, the missio n g rape, which was fo r many 
years the o nly land o f g rape g ro wm in Cali­ 
fo rnia, is no t used fo r wine-making at all 
no w, no r is it g ro wn to any g reat extent. 
But it is a g o o d tabic g rape, and the few re­ 
maining vineyards o f this variety are do - 
vo ted to the table and to the making o f 
brandy. 
The g reat impro vement in Califo rnia wines 
within the last few years Is due larg ely to the 
impro vement in the plant It wo uld o nly 
lead to co nfusio n, and few wo uld carts to read 
the lo ng list o f rare g rapes that yo u almo st 
daily here abo ut ho re in the heart o f the 
g reatest g rape land in the wo rld, and so I 
will no t g ive the names, but the search fo r 
rare and suitable g rapes is zealo us and per­ 
sistent all o ver the wo rld. Men are kept co n­ 
stantly traveling in Euro pe and Asia seeking 
new' varieties. 
MODERN GRAPE CULTURE. 
The vermin which attacked and destro yed 
the vines o f France is a so rt o f lo use which 
destro ys the ro o t o f the vina It has made its 
appearance in Califo rnia, but its advance has 
been checked, and its further pro g ress is no t 
g reatly feared. Still, it is co nceded that the 
Califo rnia a who claimed to have disco vered a 
certain remedy, and secured a patent fo r the 
same, has no t yet received the millio ns which 
France and Italy o ffered as a reward. I may 
mentio n that when the panic incident to the 
appearance o f the vermin in the g rape fields 
here was at its heig ht tlio g rape g ro wers re­ 
so rted to the Misso uri g rapes, with g o o d re­ 
sults. The lo use do c« no t attack American 
vines, o nly impo rted o nea 
But the^iD Is little left to the will o r the 
nature o f the vine in mo dern g rape culture. 
Yo u will have to tear do wn all tho clamber­ 
ing vines which the o ld Greeks lo vo d to pic­ 
ture o n their vases o r in their po ems. There 
is little left that is po etic in tho g rape hero . 
There is no thing that is even l>eautiful except 
tins o ne broad sea o f g reen, and this is beauti­ 
ful in d eed when bro ug ht into sharp co ntrast 
with the yellow and russet an d tawny o ld 
lio n-like hills which to w'er up an d hang hig h 
o ver these emo: 1(1 seas o f vine. 
“The grape is n ot raised from either the 
seed or root, but from “slips’’ or “cuttin gs” 
Ukc the can e in the southern states. You 
can cut oil* almost an y part of a grapevin e 
an d stick it in tho groun d , give it an ythin g 
like half a chan ce, an d in less than three 
years it will be d in gin g to rock or stump, 
brie» * or bush, an ythin g that is n earest, cover­ 
in g *.p with its won d erously beautiful leaves 
an d t n .’rils all tho hard an gles an d ugly 
features of whatever it clin gs to, tryin g its 
best to make this beautiful world still more * 
beautiful. 
An other evid en ce of it» sweet 
femin in ity. But after this “cuttin g” has taken 
root an d had on e or two years of leisure an d 
liberty in the n ursery, it is d ug up an d sat in 
regimen tal lin e, n o more to run riot or grow 
an d reach out an d clin g, an d cover 
up the 
lollies an d the faults of others. 


A WELL TRIMMED VINEYARD. 
These cuttmgs are n ow plan ted about as 
wid e apart—on e in each hill—as corn in the 
great corn field s of tho west. An d it is at 
oijee cut d own almost to tho groun d . As I 
said before, you must aban d on all your old 
picture id eas foun d ed on Bible tales or tra­ 
d ition » from profan e history. 
For the grape 
in Californ ia is permitted to be on ly a stump. 
Every year it i3 shorn d own almost to the 
groun d . Uut yon d er in the almost shore­ 
less sea of green grapevin es you can fin d 
stumps of grape trees almost os thick as your 
bod y. But the vin es are on ly of this year’s 
growth. A well trimmed vin eyard in Cali­ 
forn ia. after the last crop is gathered , looks 
ex actly like a field o f stumps in a clearin g. 
No t much ro mance o r beauty abo ut that. 
But there is plen ty o f mo ney and this ¿3 the 
way that pays iiest, and po etry must yield to 
utility. 
Ho w much will o ne acre yield ! Well, la 
Napa valley they sho w’ yo u a field that yields 


fourteen to ns of grapes io the acre. Cu» this 
is an ex traord in ary yield . From eight to ten 
to ns is the average crop. Those gra{x s ere 
sold by the ton . They are somtii;.., .* *04 ha 
they stan d ; sometimes they are sold on d , liv­ 
ery at some win e prese. They brin g ; ro- 1 ■ d '* 
to $ 
per ton , accord in g to the yiild . rjt u 
rule. 
The prettiest an d clean est employmen t I 
ever .-aw is that of gatherin g grape» . But it 
is hard on the back, an d in the en d 
i s 
n ot easy 
work. Of course, the ugly stumps are en ­ 
tirely hid d en by the vin es lon g before harvest 
time. Ir.d -'od , the thousan d vin es an d ten ­ 
d rils an d blossoms that bran ch out from the 
little black stump in the earliest d ays of 
sprin g have lon g before harvest time com­ 
piei*, I y covered every in ch of groun d with 
vmcs an i leaves an d ten d rils that reach al- 
mort to your waist An d the stump is on e 
solili mma of luscious grapes. They are all 
there clin gin g to the stump, n ot scattered 
ab ¡ut over tho groun d on the lon g vin es that 
are to be shorn uway. But you begin to feel 
d own in the d en se mas* of leaves an d ten d rils 
for your *tump, an d at every stump you fluid 
a little cartload of grapes. 
But, alas, n otwithstan d in g n il I can 
my or 
ilo, I fear my fellow laborer will clin g to t ho 
d irty alleys of the d ismal cities, hug his hatred 
of those who have toiled an d braved d an ger 
an d mad e life a success. lie prefers the po t­ 
house for his child ren to the green grape- 
flold s an d the sweet air of the roomy west.— 
Joaquin Miller in The Chicago Times.

“la it a craze or u n eo-ssity f* was tho ques­ 
tion asked of a lead in g optician in regard to 
the use of eye glasses by the youth of tho » lay. 
“A n ecessity always. 
There are few people 
who d o n ot have some d efect of the eyes. 
Either it is n eamght or farsight or on e eye 
is larger than the other, or some visual in q*er- 
feetion ex ists tliut lvud ei's the wearin g of 
poetaelcs imperative.” 
“In old times youn g people an d school 
child ren were n ot accustomed to wearin g eye­ 
glasses i” 
“No! they ben t d ouble over their d esks an d 
brought on con sumption an d d iseasis of tho 
brain by wron g position s an d overapplication 
to their stud ies. Paren ts an d physician s are 
wiser n ow an d make a stud y of the eyes.” 
All this timo tho oculist was fittin g a pair 
of steel-bowed sjiectacles to the promin en t n oso 
of a woman who sat bolt upright an d with an 
ex pression as if she were in a d en tist’s chair. 
Ho had on alphabetical card with letters 
ran gin g in size from an in ch to ord in ary 
prin t. He was askin g her if she could read 
the a mall os t lin e, which he said was “n ormal 
prin t. ” 
“I d on ’t kn ow an ythin g about n ormal 
prin t,” she said , “but wo have a n ormal school 
in our town . Bay, can I sew with those specs?” 
“If you use the len s that you d o for ren d ­ 
in g, ma*om.” 
“I d on 't kn ow n othin g about len s, but I can 
sew with the I test, an d i wan t to piece n quilt 
for our min ister's wife. 
What I wan t to 
kn ow is, can I sew with them?” 
“If you use your n eed le about the same d is­ 
tan ce from your eyes that you would a hook, 
like this.” 
“Youn g man , I d on ’t hon g my sewin g on 
the en d of my n ose. I ex pect to see to thread 
a n eed le an d sew without squin tin g till aroun d , 
an ’ I jest w’an t you to an swer me yes or 
n o, can I sew with them specsr” 
“We have an y n umber of patien ts like that,” 
said the optician . “They wan t to bo fitted 
without an y prelimin aries; some of them get 
very n ervous.” 
“What class of ‘patien ts’ d o yon like to 
serve best?” 
“Busin ess men . They have n o t ime to wait 
They have faith that I un d erstan d their 
n eed s better than they d o an d they offer n o 
resistan ce when I measure the eye an d fit the 
glasses. ” 
“Do men or women lose their eyesight ear­ 
liest •” 
“Women . Their work is n ot so stead y, but 
it is more complicated . However, they d o 
n ot take kin d ly to spectacles, an d few of them 
are w illin g to ad mit that thoy n eed them for 
old age. It is usually some other ex cuse.” 
“ What about colored glasses?” 
“Well, there is the ‘Aruiulel tin t,’ the rose- 
color, the violet, the blue glass, an d the 
smoked . These are all used , but the clear glass 
for read in g an d tho smoked glass to protect 
the eyes, these are the stan d ard styles.” 
“Do you seil tho on e-eyed glass—quizzin g 
glass?” 
“On ly to En glishmen an d society swells. It 
is hard ly safe to use them in this coun try. 1 
believe New York fops affect them some­ 
what.’’—Detroit Tribun e.

I wrote home to 
American papers all I d ared about tho true 
state of thin gs: That Mex ico was n ot a republic 
but a military d espotism; that Presid en t Diaz 
was an hon est d espot an d Govern or Fern an d ez 
a shameless corruption ist, w ho sold fran chises 
of all sorts for what he could get; that a free 
ballot was un kn own , an d the election was al­ 
ways d ictated by the man m con trol of the 
troops; that there was uot a n ewspaper at the 
capital that was n ot either subsid ized or ter­ 
rorized ; that there prevailed a cord ial hatred 
of “the Grin goes” (mon keys) as American s 
were often called ; that a law en abled the 
presid en t to d rive out of the coun try “obn ox ­ 
ious foreign ers” without a hearin g: that the 
pun ishmen t of in surgen ts was gen erally d eath, 
an d that man y other offen d ers were “lost” on 
their wray across the coun try to jail. Some 
of these facts I stated on ly toward the en d of 
my visit, an d before the papers return ed there 
I was on ce more on the sea. 
Six mon ths afterward in New York I met 


an Influential friend recen tly fro m Mexlct. 
"After yo u left,” said he, “Govern or Fern an d ez 
made mo st prewing in quiries after you, ask­ 
ing if you were g o ing to return , an d all about 
you, and finally remarked that Mex ico would 
n o lon ger be a healthy coun try for you t<> 
visit.” I felt hon ored by the atten tion , but I 
am n ot in the martyr busin ess an d 'bull n ot 
go back.—Washin gton Post
